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The Moving Spotlight 


A MIXED ECONOMY of pri- 
vate enterprise uniquely blended 
with the nationalization of major 
industries has been announced for 
India by the Prime Minister 
Nehru. Adapted to the peculiar 
conditions of his own country, pat- 
terned somewhat after the success- 
ful experiments in Sweden, New 
Zealand, England and elsewhere, 
Nehrw’s outline sharply separates 
existing industries that have been 
operated in private hands in line 
with public welfare from new en- 
terprises to be inaugurated by the 
state. Within this framework, 
there will be abundant room for 
private initiative and absolute free 
enterprise as long as they do not 
clash with the public good. Co- 
operative farming will also be pro- 
moted to put an end to the old 
systems of land tenure and absen- 
tee landlordism which has been the 
curse of India for centuries. “We 
are not going to force any new 
viewpoint down the throats of eur 
peasants,” states Nehru. “Through 
education and the gradual estab- 
lishment of co-op colonies on gov- 
ernment land, we intend to recon- 


struct the agrarian picture of 
India.” 





FARMERS AND LARGE 
BUSINESS INTERESTS were 
all lined up together to prevent the 
tax being taken off margarine 
when efforts were made in Con- 
gress to help the American house- 
wife fight the high cost of living 
by the removal of the oleo tax. The 
farmers had been persuaded by 
dairy corporations that butter pro- 
ducers would be benefited by the 
maintenance of the tax law. When 
the farmers rallied around the 
dairy business interests and the 
law was defeated, butter went 
up eight cents the next day! Con- 
gressman Poage of Texas told the 
House: “I was interested in see- 
ing just how much of this increase 
went to the farmer. I checked this 
morning with five leading dairies 
in Washington. They admitted to

CONOMIC EXPECTATIONS. Here is what the highest priced 

economic advisers are telling their clients now about our present 
economic situation: Storm flags should be up; European relief spend- 
ing and new military preparedness programs are going to maintain 
inflation another year—perhaps longer. The expected normal and grad- 
ual descent from the high price peaks of ’47, that should have been in 
operation this spring, have not come, due to these contrary influences. 
Republican politicians will not permit Government controls to be re- 
instituted over prices and production, hence high prices and scarcities 
will be stretched out further in the present dangerous trend. 

The longer this artificial condition eontinues, the more severe 
and abrupt the drop will be when it comes. The same economists who 
two years ago forecast a normal levelling off by late ’47 and through 
748 are alarmed over the final and inevitable consequences that will most 
likely be upon us 18 months or two years from now. Some experts are 
saying that America’s greatest economic and social crisis of a century 
will come when European relief spending ends and the drain of military 
expenditures can be leveled off, for both of these enormous drains upon 
American economy are creating no real wealth for our own nation. It 
is all outgoing with very little return, hence the actual drain and 
devitalization of our economy increases daily. 


However, Between The Lines repeats its forecast in this con- 
nection,—that we do not expect a depression as the economists referred 
to above predict. The strength of organized labor and the greatly in- 
creased economic understanding of the average American citizen means 
that, when a repetition of the traditional capitalistic depression begins, 
we shall see shape up before our eyes a sweeping movement for social 
and economic change. When millions of men are being laid off because 
industrial production is no longer profitable, forces will be put in 
motion to maintain the production of shoes, clothing and food — things 
that the people need, whether that production can pay a profitable mar- 
gin or not. We don’t know what names will be used to label such move- 
ments but we do know that the larger labor organizations are already 
planning for that day. The most powerful union in America is the 
United Auto Workers, CIO, under the leadership of Walter Reuther. 
This great organization of over a million members is already setting 
up a political framework to meet the crisis when our present boom meets 
its zero hour. The criterion of these groups, which is supported by 
the opinions of many research sociologists in our universities, is that 
the production of goods to maintain standards of living in civilized so- 
ciety must have priority over all other claims and traditions. The war 
has already forced many nations into such a closely controlled society. 
Our leading economic minds warn us that America cannot long escape 
the consequences that the world-wide wastage and destruction of war 
has brought to men everywhere.

Foreign Policy 

Trends toward war have been 
courageously analysed recently by 
the noted New York economist, J. 
P. Warburg, before the highly re- 
spected and authoritative Ameri- 
can Academy of Political and So- 
cial Science. Mr. Warburg, al- 
though greatly respected among 
the most conservative financial and 
educational circles, severely criti- 
cized present American foreign 
policy trends. “The world crisis 
and the present threat to world 
peace are caused by four major 
factors, three of which have noth- 
ing whatever to do with the Soviet 

Union,” declared Mr. Warburg. 
Despite the great wrongs Rus- 
sia has committed, the Soviet has 
had nothing to do with the world- 
wide technological revolution and 
the socio-economic revolution tak- 
ing place in Europe and Asia, nor 
with the inevitable changes of his- 
tory that have caused world power 
to shift to Russia and America. 
These things are the fundamental 
causes for world unrest today. The 
fourth cause of the present world 
crisis, Mr. Warburg asserted, is the 
tendency of present Russian lead- 
ers to utilize this world-wide con- 
fusion for the promotion of vio- 
lent revolution. Nevertheless, 
America’s foreign policy has been 
blind to the fundamental causes 
of unrest and has concentrated en- 
tirely on stopping Russia without 
recognizing the inner play of in- 
evitable forces that work upon the 
policies of both nations. Mr. War- 
burg, a highly regarded financial 
expert in the corporation life of 
America, courageously warned that 
we must first throw our great 
weight and economic strength be- 
hind the non-Communist liberal 
movements throughout the world, 
irrespective of whether they’re 
called capitalistic or socialistic, to 
prevent Russia’s expansion. Sec- 
ond, we must quit sabotaging and 
circumventing the United Nations 
by our separate actions and throw 
the full weight of military and eco- 
nomie resources behind the UN. 
We have openly declared our in-

THE UN-AMERICAN COM- 
MITTEE of Congress is under 
fire from respected and authorita- 
tive sources for its Nazi-Fascist 
methods of inquiry, as we reported 
recently. A new “Committee of 
One Thousand” has been formed 
under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Harlow Shapley, famous Harvard 
astronomer, supported by thirty 
prominent scholars and civic lead- 
ers, including Dr. Albert Einstein 
and others. This group and 
other organizations such as the 
Civil Rights Congress and the 
Civil Liberties Union, all backed 
by the country’s outstanding sci- 
entific, educational and religious 
leaders, are opposed to the meth- 
ods of the Un-American congres- 
sional committee, not because they 
defend communism ‘but because 
they .oppose tactics that match 
communistie technique for injus- 
tice and for undemocratic methods. 








ARRESTS OF FASCISTS 
were vigorously protested by the 
Catholic bishops of Rumania re- 
cently. When the bishops, who ap- 
peared personally before Premier 
Groza, had finished speaking, the 
Rumanian Minister of Finance 
commented, according to the N. Y. 
Times, that “Groza asked those 
present i¢ they had protested when 
Rumanian liberal leaders were ar- 
rested by Nazi regimes and held 
for years in prison. The high 
church dignataries looked at one 
another, but did not find a word 
to say.” 


PRICE-FIXING JHARGES 
were levelled against 37 manufac- 
turers of small paper products by 
the Federal Trade Commission., 
The Government charged that this 
group had conspired together to fix 
prices, kill competition that threat- 
ened their supremacy in areas cov- 
ered by differnt producers and 
thus enable them to maintain 
prices above those which would 
prevail under normal conditions 
of free competition. This case will 
be tried in Federal Courts. 








LIQUOR ADVERTISING 
CONTROL is the purpose of two 
or three bills before Congress. One, 
of course, is the Capper bill 
which has been trying to ouilaw 
liquor advertising in inter-state 
commerce for more than a half 
dozen years. The other one would 
curb the advertising of alcoholic 
beverages by preventing blurbs 
falsely implying “beneficial health” 
results or “contributing to physi- 
eal upbuilding” and “increasing 
social or business standing or

WE BELIEVE in the preservation of the capitalistic system as 
far as it is possible, but even taking precedence over any “system” 
is the paramount spiritual question:—what motives shall guide the 
hearts of men when capitalism cannot continue to carry its own 
weight, as it has already failed to do in most of the world? 


WE BELIEVE that the extent of the survival of American 
capitalism depends upon the extent to which a revival of Christian 
sharing permeates American society. Capitalism need not mean that 
a few retain their great wealth while millions become unemployed 
and go hungry. Capitalism, imbued with the Christian spirit, would 
mean that great wealth would so employ itself that all who will strive 
may have abundance,—and none have more than their- just share at 
the expense of those who have less. We shall either push our capi- 
talism towards that achievement,—or we shall find ourself spinning 
towards the vortex of chaotic social upheaval. 


PPOINTMENT OF PAUL HOFFMAN to head the European 

Recovery Program is of the highest significance. Mr. Hoffman is 
one of America’s biggest capitalists, the multi-millionaire head of the 
great Studebaker Corporation, but, because of his progressive attitude 
on labor relations and his policy on worker-management profit-sharing, 
he is often smeared as a red by certain powerful interests in Wall 
Street who hate labor and fight all forms of profit-sharing. Even in 
Congress his appointment was greeted in some instances by the cry 
of “Red” onthe part of some of the hirelings of large business in- 
terests who are in Congress. 

During the war, Paul Hoffman was instrumental in setting up 
the Committee of Economic Development, a non-profit organization 
made up of business executives, representing some of America’s largest 
industries, men who like Hoffman were progressive in their viewpoint 
and accepted Christian sharing as the foundation of the survival of 
capitalism. The CED carried out some remarkable research projects in 
labor-management relations and has had considerable influence in de- 
veloping a spirit of closer cooperation in management and labor cir- 
cles. Hoffman’s appointment to administer the European relief money 
was a blow to financial interests of America which are tied to the old 
feudal financial industrial tyrannies of Europe. Mr. Hoffman will en- 
deavor to see to it that the ERP funds are used to re-build a democratic 
Europe, and, where the hope of democracy is lodged in moderate social- 
istic movements, Hoffman will be using his influence to give them aid. 
This will inevitably precipitate trouble at home where many of our 
most reactionary forces are determined that ERP dollars shall only 
be used to reinstate the most backward forms of capitalism. 


HE BRITISH REVOLUTION CONTINUES. The Laborite gov- 


ernment has slashed income taxes at all levels especially among. 


the worker class while the new British budget proposes what amounts 
to a capital levy upon all investments. Sir Stafford Cripps frankly said 
it soaks the rich and gives substantial relief to wage earners. Some 
of these days we will wake up to find that Britain has had a revolution 
almost as thorough-going as Russia’s but without violence and with- 
out. destruction of individual freedom. Whether we like these trends or 
not, such transitions continue to sweep the world and will have great 
bearing upon the future of America,—especially when we have turned 
the corner of the boom and move toward our own financial crisis. 


USSIA’S WAR-LIKE TACTICS have been greatly increased by 
America’s military diplomacy. Evidence of this is apparent in 

the Russian settlement with Finland. When American and British oil 
interests made their grab of Near East oil, crowding upon the Russian 
border with military missions and the actual establishment of Ameri- 
ean and British army air bases as a part of the oil expansion pattern, 
Russia countered by pressure in Turkey, Greece and Yugoslavia. As 
we moved our fleets into the eastern Mediterranean and increased our 
military missions to Greece and Turkey, Russia sought further to 
strengthen their flanking maneuver by increasing their pressure on 
Austria and Italy. The Communist coup in Czechoslovakia put the key- 
stone in the arch of the Soviet southern and western European thrusts. 
3ut in the north where no American or British military moves 

have been made against Russia, Finland was permitted to make a treaty 
with Moscow that surprised Washington diplomats—who had predicted 
that Finland would suffer the same fate as Czechoslovakia. According 
to the N. Y. Times of April 6, the head of the Finnish delegation to 
Moscow said that the Kremlin “had been benevolent.” The Finns re- 
tain their independnce and, while they had to agree to act as a Soviet

prestige’—or even as being “tra- 
ditional in American life.” Such 
ads as the “men of distinction” 
series and the beer trust campaign 
on American tradition would thus 
be banned. There is still another 
measure designed to limit aleo- 
holic beverage ads to 2 facsimile of 
their bottle labels. All these meas- 
ures, promoted by the friends of 
temperance in Congress, deal with 
the insidious false misrepresenta- 
tion now prevalent in liquor ad- 
vertising. Naturally the liquor 
trusts will spend large sums to de- 
feat these measures and are al- 
ready bringing tremendous pres- 
sure to bear on Congress to pre- 
vent the bills from even reaching 
the floor. 





PHONY RADIO ENDORSE- 
MENTS of foods have been ex- 
posed by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission in recent releases. These 
“Food Forums” on the air, sup- 
posedly put on by the American 
Institute of Food Products, New 
York, are supported by advertisers 
who purchase time on the air to 
have their food products men- 
tioned and described. The “Food 
Forum” has implied to the listener 
that the “Institute of Research” 
and the “Eddy Laborgtories” test 
the foods for quality, purity and 
methods of production, but the 
FTC reports that the tests consist 
of a physical examination of foods 
and that in some eases the’ certifi- 
cates are issued without tests of 
any kind. And here’s the snapper, 
—the FTC also states that neither 
Dr. Eddy nor the Institute spoken 
of in the broadcasts own or main- 
tain laboratories of any kind for 
testing food products! The “Radio 
Institute of Food Forums” has 
given the FTC a pledge to desist 
from this deception. 





BEWARE PHOTOGRAPH 
SOLICITORS who offer bargain 
prices, warned the Federal Trade 
Commission recently. All over the 
country solicitors go from door to 
door with offers implying that pho- 
tographic enlargements are given 
free when in reality exorbitant 
prices are charged for finished or- 
ders that are placed by the gulli- 
ble. The FTC has taken action 
against studios in some areas. 

The FTC has also issued warn- 


ings to beware of signing contracts 


with correspondence schools until 
you know the standing of the in- 
stitution whose literature you 
have received. Scores of them are 
outright fakes or offer very sub- 
standard educational facilities. 
Write to the FTC, Washington, 
D.C., for the rating of any school 
in which you are interested.

FEDERAL CHARGES against 
the nation-wide chain of Safeway 
grocery stores were concluded with 
fines being levelled against execu- 
tives and the corporation to the 
total of forty thousand doilars and 
eosts. The 


grocery chain was 
charged with conspiracy to re- 
strain trade and to monopolize 


trade by illegal and unfair prac- 
tices. The Safeway case parallels 
the A. and P. grocery chain case of 
some months ago; both companies 
were proved guilty of action that 
undermines the American capital- 
istic system and destroys free en- 
terprise by the destruction of inde- 
pendent merchants by undercut- 
ting prices till competition is de- 
stroyed and by monopolistic price 
fixing and mass purchasing and by 


utilizing their great purchasing 
pressure for unfair practices 


against both manufacturer and the 
customer. 

Because of the widespread Safe- 
way advertising through press and 
radio this report was rather gen- 
erally by-passed. 


MIMEOGRAPH MONOPOLY 
was also recently smashed by anti- 
trust rulings in the Federal 
Courts. The A. B. Dick company 
which for fifty years has kept a 
stranglehold over the mimeograph 
business was fined a hundred thou- 
sand dollars and costs. The Gov- 
ernment produced evidence to 
show that the Dick company is 
not only guilty of monopoly but 
taught employees to sabotage the 
duplicating machines of rival firms 
and even to sabotage their own 
machines when customers used ri- 
val supplies—in order to force the 
customers to use only Dick sup- 
plies. The Dick company was 
charged with many other methods 
that were not only illegal and un- 
scrupulous but attacked the roots 
of capitalism and free enterprise.

tention to build the UN into a 


world government, yet we have 
frequently weakened it by our own 
actions. 

Before the same large assembly 
of distinguished scholars and stu- 
dents of world affairs, Dr. Nathan- 
iel Peffer, professor of interna- 
tional relations at Columbia Uni- 
versity and a former resident of 
China, warned that American fi- 
nancial aid to China is useless, 
that the money will be wasted. He 
said that we should either send an 
army into China and crush com- 
munism if we can, or do nothing 
at all. He forecast that, in spite 
of the money and arms that we 
send, the Nanking government is 
so completely rotted from within 
that any miracle of change must 
come from within China herself.

buffer in case of attack, they gained many concessions. Russia’s deal- 
ings with Sweden and Norway so far have been in the same vein,— 
pressing for realistic concessions commensurate with their location in 
the Russian sphere of influence. Even American diplomats are now 
admitting that if we make military gestures towards Scandinavia the 
Russians would no doubt quickly reverse their policies in that area 
and counter our moves with a strong military approachment that might 
end the freedom of these nations. Russian diplomacy has always been 
rough, tough and realistic. Our efforts at curbing them on the military 
level under the shadow of their own frontier have only resulted in 
their getting tougher and plunging ahead to accomplish the very things 
we sought to prevent. The key to all of this is that big American in- 
vestments are not around Scandinavia but in the oil fields of the 
Near East! 


ORRESPONDENCE. We have received many letters (far too 
many to answer personally!) asking for our source of informa- 

tion on the report (Between The Lines, Mar. 22) that our Government 
refused to accept the Russian proposal for a Stalin-Truman meeting.

Current History 


A new history of the Roosevelt 
war regime by one of America’s 
leading historians, Charles A. 
Beard, has just been published 
(“President Roosevelt and the 
Coming of War, 1941; A Study 
of Appearances and Realities.” 
Yale University Press, $5). Mr. 
Beard who has for years refused 
to follow the popular propaganda 
lines set by the current politicians 
and military leaders has been un- 
der fire for his other volumes in 
the past on American policy. The 
facts presented by Mr. Beard are 
never denied by those who attack 
him. The technique is to smear 
him and denounce him as “un- 
American”—for defending Amer- 
ican constitutional traditions! 
And then do everything possible 
to suppress and curb the recogni- 
tion of his books in the popular 
press. Nevertheless, Charles 
Beard’s books always receive a 
place of importance on university 
library shelves and command the 
attention of scholars throughout 
the world. 

Mr. Beard shows by documen- 
tary evidence that America was 
secretly committed to war by Pres. 
Roosevelt MONTHS BEFORE 
Pearl Harbor. He also shows that 
Japan was maneuvered into firing 
the first shot of a war which Mr. 
Roosevelt himself considered in- 
evitable as early as 1940 when 
he made re-election campaign 
speeches assuring American voters 
that their sons would not be called 
into foreign war. While the defeat 
of Hitlerism with the aid of Amer- 
ican armed foree was Mr. Roose- 
velt’s ultimate aim, Mr. Beard pre- 
sents abundant documentary evi- 
dence that the wartime president 
employed arbitrary and frequently 
secret means “which he chose for 
himself and for the U. S.” with- 
out consent of the public or their 
representatives. In view of the 
war’s actual outcome, Mr. Beard 
reveals the penalty we pay and 
will pay for a continuation of 
much the same technique in our 
approach to current problems. We 
do not suggest that this book be 
added to the library of the average 
reader, but you should know about 
it and perhaps borrow a copy from 
your publie library. This volume 
is a sequel to the author’s “Amer- 
ican Foreign Policy in the Mak- 
ing, 1932-40.”

“The Southern Revolt”, concern- 
ing which you have been hearing 
so much since Truman’s statement 
on civil rights, is being consider- 
ably misrepresented in most of the 
usual channels of news.

the significance of the reaction in 
the South for political purposes, 
ignoring the fact that many 
Southerners, though admitting the 
ill-timed nature of Mr. Truman’s 
pronouncement, have for years 
worked to achieve in the South 
most of the very aims Mr. Truman 
upheld. Educational and religious 
leaders of the South are almost 
unanimous in their approval of 
the Truman aims despite all the 
headlines you see. 

But still more important and re- 
vealing is the fact that Mr. Tru- 
man had only re-stated what had 
been high-lighted in the Demo- 
cratic platform in 1944 and 1940. 
Both Democratic platforms prom- 
ised to racial and religious mi- 
norities equality and justice in 
all phases of American life. Mr. 
Truman only reiterated platforms 
which the Southerners have been 
endorsing politically for years, re- 
vealing the fact that much of the 
hubbub against Truman had been 
manufactured by his political ene- 
mies. The hard fact is that no 
party in America could elect any- 
one to any office who did not prom- 
ise equality and justice to all Am- 
erican citizens. Southern politi- 
cians know this. They expect to 
keep on making the promises and 
sabotaging their fulfillment after 
election. Mr. Truman’s failure was 
in guessing when and how to say 
it. 

To give you an idea of how the 
old time plantation bosses still run 
polities in the South,—a commit- 
tee in Congress has been hearing 
testimony concerning a Democratic 
primary in Georgia in the fall of 
1946 in which Mrs. Helen D. Man- 
kin, supported by liberal forces in 
Atlanta, became the victor. In the 
subsequent congressional election 
the Democratic machine, worried 
by the threat of Mrs. Mankin’s pro- 
gressive views, held secret meet- 
ings to prevent her election, They 
dug up an old unit rule, out of use 
for many years, which provides 
that the winner would not be de- 
cided by the votes of the people 
but by the votes of the counties. 
The district in question has three 
counties, two rural and one that 
includes Atlanta. But under the 
unit rule the two thinly populated 
rural counties had more unit votes 
than the big county with the in- 
dustrial population of Atlanta. 
Mrs. Mankin won over the ma- 
chine candidate by over ten thou- 
sand votes; nevertheless the ma- 
chine politician was declared the 
winner under the restored unit 
system.

upon our foreign relationships. 

WE ALSO RECEIVE LETTERS asking what we could do to 
oppose Russia on non-military levels. There are three movements now 
on foot that can become much more effective than blundering costly 
military gestures. John Foster Dulles, Republican foreign policy ad- 
viser, has recommended that the Government set up a counter Comia- 
form to combat the work of the Communist Ooinform operating now 
in Eastern Europe. This would be the western reply to the Communist 
information bureau recently established in Belgrade under the Soviets. 

With a small part of the money we are spending on ships and 
planes that so quickly become obsolete we could establish a powerful 
radio center in Holland or Belgium and flood Eastern Europe and 
penetrate much of Russia with news of the free world. We could tell 
the Communist slaves of Russia and the dominated people of the Soviet 
satellite states how the western peoples are solving their severe 
economic problems and retaining their freedom. Revolutions are tak- 
ing place in the west that for social change match anything that was 
ever done in Russia but without the oppression of the police state. 
Any psychologist in America would tell you that if we spent the 
cost of one airplane carrier in a program like that we would have all 
of Eastern Europe in an uproar. This suggestion by Mr. Dulles is but 
an enlargement of the Voice of America program which is already 
being carried out effectively through short wave radio broadcasts, — 
in spite of the constant undermining by congressional opposition. For 
some Congressmen have been much more interested in promoting for 
their industrial sponsors the sale of uniforms, armaments, steel and 
ships than in the establishment of peace. Time and again the very 
life of the Voice of America program is threatened from these sources. 
Yet a special study of Russian propaganda, by Peter Edson of the 
Scripps Howard papers shows how even the limited State Dept. pro- 
gram is making life very hard for the Politbureau in Moscow. 

Another very vital idea is being promoted quietly through Gov- 
ernment circles. A group of 16 Senators have been promoting the idea 
of a complete revision of the UN — with or without Soviet participa- 
tion. In view of the fact that the U. S. has done as much to wreck the 
UN by our direct action methods as any other power, it is significant 
that a group of international-minded American leaders realize that the 
only hope for this body is its complete reconstruction. If the UN were 
reorganized, — with the veto power abolished and a guarantee by each 
member nation to support the UN police force and to abide by decisions 
made by both Security Council and General Assembly, Russia could 
stay out and the world would still be on its way toward peace. The aver- 
age citizen has not heard how both America and Britain, as well as 
Russia, have blocked the implementation of a UN police force and the 
carrying out of decisions by Assembly and Council. Selfish interests 
have been very much in evidence on the part of western nations as well 
as by the Soviet and its satellites. No nation (Russia included) could 
ever face the economic, military and moral power of a genuine United 
Nations, organized without all the economic and political subterfuge in 
which America and Britain have shared in guilt with Russia. You will 
be hearing more of this movement to rebuild the UN.

New A-Weapons . 

Although complete secrecy and 
censorship continues to envelop 
all such activity, American mili- 
tary circles are aware that a vast 
newly consolidated research pro- 
gram, focused on “urgent objec- 
tives”, is bringing forth an entire- 
ly new set of “designs” in atomic 
weapons, — and in much larger 
quantities than is generally assum- 
ed. One scientist is quoted as say- 
ing that “majestic and terrible 
progress has been made,” both in 
kind and in quantity, in fashion- 
ing atomic arms. Also it is report- 
ed that much research for civilian 
goods had been accomplished at 
the same time. 


A RADIO ACTIVE CLOUD 
that is effective over a much larger 
area than the atomic bomb and 
far more deadly, in that it kills 
anyone who comes within its area, 
has been developed to a high point 
of efficiency by the U. S., accord- 
ing to recent reports in military 
circles. Glen L. Martin, airplane 
manufacturer, was responsible for 
this report coming to light through 
statements reported in the N. Y. 
Times of March 25th. 


Petrillo 


Big radio networks signed agree- 
ments with musicians’ unions re- 
cently, ending the controversy be- 
tween Petrillo and the networks. 
A few weeks ago the papers were 
filled with smears and_ sneers 
against the musicians’ union and 
their admittedly dictatorial leader, 
Petrillo. Unfortunately Petrillo’s 
tactics are much too similar to 
those of John L. Lewis and thus, 
to a certain extent, deserve the 
bad press his actions usually re- 
ceive. On the other hand, the news 
sources of America have almost 
entirely suppressed news of the 
settlement which largely complied 
with the musicians’ askings. The 
networks even made an important 
pledge that they would not use the 
Taft-Hartley law as an excuse to 
drop live musicians. The broad- 
casters over America had been 
pushing to extreme the tactics of 
using only canned music, drop- 
ping much live music from their 
program. This pact, finally ap- 
proved, produced a_live-and-let- 
live spirit on both sides. It is most 
unfortunate that the American 
people get only the smears against 
blundering labor leadership and 
rarely hear about the final, peace- 
ful and fruitful conclusions. 

Petrillo’s battle with the record- 
making corporations is not includ- 
ed in this agreement. Musicians 
are still refusing to play for rec- 
ords until the industry is willing 
to make a reasonable agreement 
that will also stop the trend to- 
ward cutting out all live talent in 
our recreational and musical life.
